Anxiety Felt as to When Gen. Foch 
Will Call Upon It Says Reuters 


Ottowa.—Anxiety as to when General 
Foch will make use of the allied re- 
serve which it says exists, but has not 
been called upon, is expressed in a dis- 
patch from London to Reuter’s Agency 
here April 18. 

“There is still anxiety as to when 
General Foch will make the decisive

Lieutenant George Patton of New 
York city, of the American Army medi- 
cal corps, has been awarded the French 
war cross for courage in_ treating 
wounded men while without a gas mask 
during a heavy bombardment of gas 
shells. The Heutenant found it was 
impossible to treat the wounded while 
wearing his mask. He took it off and 
continued to dress wounds until over- 
come by gas fumes. 


The great flow of wounded now pass 
ing through Flanders is viewed With 
alarm by the Germans, as related in-an 
official dispatch from Amsterdam. The 
towns of Courtrai, Bruges, Ghent and 
other places have been transformed into 
military hospitals, the dispatch said, 
adding that at the front arrangements 
are inadequate and the Red Cross ser- 
vice {s not able to fulfill its task. Many 
wounded, it was said, are dying in Red 
Cross automobies ane wagons and in 
sanitary trains. 


Health of all troops in the United 
States continues good, the War De- 
partment has announced in a report 
covering the week ending April 12. Both 
hospital admissions and death rates 
were lower than in the preceding week. 
The highest rates were at National 
Army cantonments, probably because of 
the mobilization of large numbers of 
drafted men. The total number of 
deaths at all camps was 285, as against 
290 the week before. Pneumonia con- 
tinues in all the larger northern camps, 
with some increase in the number of 
new cases reported. No other disease 
is classed as generally prevalent. 


Because the peasants in the village 
of Novoselki, in the government of Mo- 
hilev, Russia, resisted an armed requl- 
sition of money by German troops and 
kiled an officer in the resulting struggle, 
the Germans burned the village, and 
from machine guns placed around it 
they fired upon the inhabitants, inclua- 
ing women and children, who tried to 
escape, killing many of them. A _ pro- 
test against this atrocity has been com- 
municated to the German Government 
by H. Tchitcherin, Russian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, who also mentions the 
fact that the Germans killed an entire 
family, even the little children, when 
they were informed that one member 
had participated in guerilla warfare 
against them.

SLOGAN IS “AMERICANS 
FOR AMERICAN SHIPS” 


San Francisco.—Coincident with the 
plan to create a merchant marine that 
will rival that of any other nation, Un- 
cle Sam has determined that the hand- 
ling and manning of his big fleet shall 
pe done exclusively by Americans. This 
has been announced by Captain I. N. 
Hibbard, San Francisco agent for the 
seamen’s training ship Iris, to be es- 
tablished here by the Unjted States sea 
service bureau. 

“Americans for American ships!” has 
been decided upon as the official gov- 
ernment slogan, and in its application 
means that every young man aspiring 
to a career upon one of Uncle Sam's 
ships must first of all not only prove 
his loyalty and patriotism, but also 
give evidence of his American birth. 

The officials of the United States 
Shipping Board and Sea Service Bureau 
believe that the plan to accept only na- 


tive born Americans will appeal so 
strongly to the youth of the country 
that they will flock to the recruiting 


stations in great numbers and the ques- 
tion of manning American ships with 
Americans will be solved for all time. 
Captain Hibbard said: 

“I am satisfied that we are doing the 
one thing needed to place the American 
merchant marine at the head of all 
nations. 

“When I first went to sea, as a boy, 
we were all mighty proud of our ships, 
and the ambition of each family was to 
have at least oné of its boys enrolled 
as a seaman on the grand old clippers 
roving the seven seas. And then these 
boys became the officers and command- 
ers. 

“But, came the day when we lost our 
commanding position, for the foreign- 
ers pushed our boys aside, and it was 
no longer the thing to choose the sea 
for a career.

(Conducted by National Council] of the Boy 
Scouts of America.) 


THE SIZE OF “SCOUT CITY” 


The Boy Scouts of America has a 
metabership of 295,768 boys properly 
registered in 13,787 troops, with 78,- 
878 men council members and troop 
committeemen and scoutmasters. ¥ 

If all the scouts and their leaders 
were in one city, then “Scout City” 
would rank eighteenth {n the United 
States. This is larger than Minneapo- 
lis and almost as large as Newark or 
New Orleans. 

The registered boy scouts alone 
could almost fill a city ranking with 
Indianapolis or Kansas City, and more 
than enough for St. Paul. 

Counting the millfon or more scouts 
who have, received during the past 
eight years the benefit of the scout 
program and who have entered man’s 
estate, the Boy Scouts of America 
could move bodily into a deserted 
Cleveland and Boston and there would 
be a scout to represent every man, 
woman or child among the former in- 
habitants of both cities, or almost 
enough to fill Philadelphia. 

There are 10,000,000 boys who coulc 
be scouts if there were men leaders 
enough. When the nationwide cam- 
paign of the Boy Scouts of America 
for scout leaders {s over, It {s expect- 
ed that there will be room in the scout 
organization for 2;000,000 duly” regis- 
tered boys. ‘Scout City” then might 


well be as large as Chicago. The 
scouts would overrun the several 
States. 


The “boy power” of this nation is a 
mighty thing. The organized boyhood 
of America is one of its greatest 
forces. 


NATION-WIDE SCOUT SALUTE. 


The big event each year in the cal- 
endar of the Boy Scouts of America is 
Anniversary week. This is observed 
each year from February 8 to 12, Iin- 
clusive. This time it marks the elghth 
anniversary of the organization, which 
now has a federal charter. 

At 8:15 o'clock on the night of Feb- 
ruary 8 the 295,000 scouts all over the 
country, wherever they were, rose and 
stood at salute and repeated the scout 
oath and renewed allegiance to the 
flag. 

Greetings were carried to families 
with members in service. Flowers 
were sent to sick people in hospitals 
and in private families. Calls were 
made on local Red Cross chapters, 
war savings committees or other agen- 
cles doing war emergency work, with 
an offer of scout co-operation and ser- 
vice. 


A CALL TO DUTY. 


The Scouts Have a Mobilization Sig- 
nal Used for Wartime Work.

ARRANGING RATION FOR COWS 


Three Things Should Be Borne in Mind 
—Protein, a Little Fat and to 
Supply Succulence. 

The ration for the dry cow should 
be formulated with three things in 
mind, namely, to furnish a_ sufficient 
amount of protein to develop the fetus 
properly and allow a surplus for the 
needs of the body of the cow; to sup- 
ply enough carbohydrates that the cow 
may lay on a little fat; and to supply 
succulence. Some kind of green feed 
{s very essential in the ration for the 
cow at all times.

GUIDE FOR ROAD ENGINEERS 


Office of Public Roads and Rural En- 
gineering Makes Public Desir- 
able Standards. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
In order to assist tn bringing about 


a greater uniformity in the highways 
of the country and to aid the better 
roads movement in some states, the 
office of public roads and rural en- 
gineering of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture has published 
standard forms for specifications, 
standard methods of testing materials, 
standurd forms for reporting test re- 
sults, and standard methods of samp- 
ling materials. The publication of the 
standards was made desirable by the 
necessity for co-operative work by the 
office and the states in the carrying out 
of the federal aid conference partici- 
pated In by representatives of the of- 
fice of public roads and rural en- 
gineering and of a large number of 
the states. They are published as de- 
partment bulletin No. 555 of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture.

MANURE IS MOST VALUABLE 


Humus-Making Material of as Much 
Benefit to Soll as Commercial 
Fertilizer. 

It is difficult to compare the value 
of stable manure with commercial fer 
tillzer since the fertilizer has its plant 
food in a more available form than the 
stable manure; then, on the other 
hand, the stable manure has a value 
as a humus-making material which is 
almost, if not altogether, as valuable 
to the soil as its content of direct plant 
food. The stable manure contains 
much more potash and nitrogen than 
it does phosphorous, so that, consider- 
ing the-high price and scarcity of both 
of these in a commercial form, it is 
more important that the manure be 
carefully saved and applied to the soil.

Telescope and Spirit Level 
Part of Air Raiders’ Outfit 


If a bomb be dropped from an air 
plane 10,000 feet up, and traveling at 
a speed of 100 miles an hour, it 
reaches the ground a considerable dis- 
tance ahead of the point at which it 
was released, and the difficulty of 
judging how to hit a particular build- 
ing is enormous. 

A machine invented to assist the 
raiders has been found on a captured 
Gotha.

Below the telescope 
is a prisin, so that the image seen is 
not an object directly underneath, but 
at any desired distance ahead, accord- 
ing to the angle at whch {ft is set. 
For instance, if the airplane is 10,000 
feet up, and the speed is such that the 
bomb roust be released half a mile 
from the object, the prism has to be 
set at an angle of 15 degrees. Hven 
then the caJculation is liable to error, 
because the density of different layers 
of alr may vary.
